Pull List of Appropriations Made by the 
Twenty-Fourth Legislature, Amounting to 
Nearly Four Millions of Dollars. 


By request of the governor, State Auditor 
Braden has prepared the following table of 
appropriations made by the legislature, 
and of estim ated receipts for the years 
ending 
July 
21, 
1885. 
1880. 
1887. 
The total appropriations are respectively 
$1,340,841, $1,317,955, an d $ l,lf» 5 .1 4 5 fo r 
the three years of which $289,840, each 
♦rear. is standing appropriations. 
The esti­ 
m ated receipts are $1,259,673.94 for 1885; 
$1,363,510 for 1886; and $1,213,500 for 
1877. 
According to these estim ates there 
will be, therefore, a deficiency of $81 168 in 
1885 and a surplus of $45,555 in 1886, and 
of $18,355 in J 887. leaving a net deficiency 
for the three years of $17,258. 
The Twen­ 
ty-fourth legislature has been called very 
generous in its dispensation of the public 
moneys and a comparison w ith its prede­ 
cessor, which tw o years ago was the object 
ot a sim ilar rem ark, shows the accusation to 
have some force.

4. It is particularly important that 
persons whose throats ore tender ex 
sore from any cause should avoid pos­ 
sible exposure from the contagion at 
diphtheria. Children under ten years 
©f age are in much greater danger of 
taking the disease, and after they do 
take it of dying from it, than grown 
persons. 
But a<kiltH are not exempt, 
and mild cases in them may cause whole 
aeries of fatal attacks among children. 
5. Numerous instances are recorded 
where the contagion has retained its 
virulence for weeks or months, in cess­ 
pools, heaps of decaying vegetable mat­ 
ter, damp wells, etc., and been earned 
for long distances in clothing, in sewers, 
in waste-pipes irom stationary wash­ 
stands, and in other conduits. Hence 
all sewer connections and other carriers 
of filth should be well ventilated and 
disinfected, and children particularly 
should not be allowed to breath the air 
of any water closet, cesspool or sewer 
into which discharges from patients 
sick with diphtheria have entered, nor 
to drink water or milk which has been 
exposed to ku-*i air.

If th e ir ow ner knew th a t the 
artist was a plain G eorge S m ith or Jo h n 
Thom as they would not consider them 
w orth the canvas they are painted on. 
W hy have not A m ericans more n a ­ 
tional p rid e? 
W hy do not th e rich 
spend m ore of th eir m oney at hom e? 
Money paid out here for luxuries bene­ 
fits the masses. T he artist and m usician 
pay it to th e m erchant who in tu rn pass 
it to th eir em ployes. 
F oreigners who excel should be well 
paid for th eir works, which should be 
b ro u g h t to this c o u n try ; they help to 
educate us, to elevate and refine, b u t 
they m ust not lie patronized to th e se­ 
c t i o n of our own.

j The Americans in Louisiana outnumber those 
: of French descant, and the native Americans 
of that Stat© never call themselves Creole©. 
The word Creole is of Spanish origin, and 
was used during the old Spanish colonial rule 
I in Spanish America; and as the city of New 
I Orleans was for a long period under Spanish 
I dominion it was but natural that the French 
i and their descendants bom here, who eom- 
! prised a considerable portion of the popula- 
i tion, should adopt the term. 
To conclude I 
' will copy a portion from the “History of Mexi- 
^ ice and* Texas.” 
bv Hon. 
John M. Niles, 
j member of the Bename of the United States, A. 
, D. 1843: “ The existence of various castes, or 
■ mixed races, which now constitute so large a 
| portion of the whole population of the country, 
I is the consequence of subjugation of the na- 
i tivea. 
The whole population of the Spanish 
colonies is divided into classes; the natives of 
old Spain, settled in America, were denominat­ 
ed Chapetones, or Gaehupeues; they claimed 
I the first rank and engrossed most of the place* 
of power aud profit, merely on account of their 
birth; the descendants of turopean Spaniards 
I in the colonies were called Creoles, and al- 
I though they legally enjoyed the same civil 
rights as the natives of ofd Spain, they were 
j treated as a distinct and subordinate class, and 
entirely excluded from all situations of anv 
importance. 
Of the mixtures, the Mestizos 
are the descendants of a white and an Indian; 
the descendant of an Indian and a negro are 
called Zero bos, and these castes produce other 
m th ia B row u d re w — a le tte r, ad d ressed 
mixtures of different shades of color and de- 
to herself.

An arm y such as Xejjoleou led to R ussia 
m ight conceivably be visible if it mox'ed 
in a dark solid colum n across th e snow. 
It is barely jioasible th a t such a vessel 
as one of th e largest ocean steam ships 
m ight be seen under very favorable cir­ 
cum stances, as a m oving d o t; and it is 
ex'en 
quite probable th a t such a confla­ 
gration as th e great tire of C hicago 
would be visible in th e lunar telescope, 
as som ething like a reddish star on th e 
night side of our p la n et; b u t this is all 
in this so rt th a t could be discerned.
